Thk  judicfcpiquicbtioii  of  the  Qeste 
de  Minus  railway  company,  at  the 
instigation  of  its  German  creditors, 
does  not  came  as  a  surprise,  nor  will  it 
occasion  much  regret,  The  scheme 
was  an  ambitious  one,  and  it  was  I 
largely  supported  by  political  influence. 
It  essayed  to  build  an  expensive  road 
through  a  long  stretch  of  sparsely- 
populated  country,  which  under  pres- 
ent conditions,  could  not  have  g'v:n 
it  a  remunerative  traffic  for  many  ytars  ! 
to  come.  And  not  the  least  objection-  ! 
able  part  of  it  was  the  fact  that  it  was 
to  be  built  largely  with  borrowed  cap-  I 
ital,  on  which  the  general  government 
was  weak  enough  to  guarantee  interest 
and  redemption.  The  undertaking  is 
further  complicated  by  subsidy  con- 
tracts with  the  states  of  Rio  de  Janeiro 
and  Minas  Geraes,  and  more  recently 
by  a  debenture  loan  in  Germany,  from 
which  now  comes  the  petition  for  judi- 
cial liquidation.  The  settlement  will 
naturally  be  complicated  and  difficult, 
and  will  involve  questions  not  easily 
adjusted.  The  English  creditors  are 
secured  by  the  government  guarantee, 
and  their  loan  to  the  railway  becomes,  to 
all  intents  and  purposes,  a  government 
loan.  But  what  then  is  the  position 
of  the  government  toward  the  bankrupt 
estate ?  will  it  be  that  of  a  first 
debenture-holder,  or  of  a  preferred  cre- 
ditor, or  of  an  unsecured  creditor  ? 
Or  will  it  be  compelled  to  take  over 
the  property  in  order  to  protect  its  own 
interests?  'in  the  latter  case,  the  gov- 
ernment will  be  acquiring  another  rail- 
way property  which  will  be  a  source 
of  trouble  and  expense  for  many  years 
to  come.

Axd  now  that  the  Oeste.  ile  Minns 
has  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the-  liqui- 
dator, would  it  not  be-  good  policy  for 
t'ne  courts  to  seriously  consider  what  is 
to  be  done  with  the  Sorocabaua-Itliaiia 
company.  This  is  of  course  a  some- 
what different  case,  but  it  involves  a 
question  common  to  all  these  railway's 
— the  security  of  the  foreign  first  deben- 
ture-holders. This  company  is  continu- 
ing to  build  extensions  with  the  earn- 
ings of  the  lines  under  traffic,  audit 
also  finds  money  to  pay  interest  on  its 
local  debentures  which  hold  only  a 
second  lien  011  the  property.  The  first 
debenture-holders,  however,  have  been 
for  some  time  compelled  to  go  without 
their  dues,  no  interest  having  been  paid 
ou  the  Ituaua  debentures  since  May, 
1S96.  The  subject  has  been  for  some- 
time before  tile  courts,  but  thus  far  no 
decision  lias  been  readied.  It  is  need- 
less to  adtl  that  both  justice  and  good 
policy  demand  an  early  settlement  of 
this  case  —  and  that  too  in  favor  of  the 
holders  of  the  first  mortgage  ou  the 
property.  If  the  company  has  money 
for  extensions  and  for  its  local  second 
mortgage,  it  certainly  has  no  excuse  for 
not  paying  these  preferred  obligations. 
To  do  otherwise  is  to  commit  a  crimi- 
nal act.  for  it  implies  the  use  of  money 
belonging  to  certain  specified  parties 
for  other  purposes.
